1. CAPELIN has now become a full-fledged agent of SC, Uunlch 
with the assignment of reporting Information on the RIB which Is in 
the possession of SB/OUN, and keeping us Informed on those aspects 
of Ukrainian affairs which are of Interest for our operational pur- 
poses. CAPELIN was moved by us on 17 May 1947 from his former 
! residence In Taxenbach, Austria (E 96 ), and Is now living at Gaus- 

strasse 3, Munich. We ere supplying him with a residence permit for 
Munich and the necessary food and Identification cards.

Slone might give us a neater operation, we are bearing dn mind 1) 
that the continued exploitation of CAPANEUS and CANAAN would to a 
limited extent furnish us a check on CAPELIN, and 2) that a sudden 
breaking off of relations with CAPANEUS and CANAAN might endanger
